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PREVENTION OF INFECTION 


The preventive and remedial measures which can be taken 
to reduce the danger of infection this winter in public air- 
raid shelters and elsewhere are outlined in circulars (Nos. 
2230 and 2231) sent by the Ministry of Health to all local 
authorities and their medical officers of health. Immuniza- 
tion of children against diphtheria in accordance with the 
Ministry’s earlier circular (Supplement, November 30, p. 48) 
should be encouraged all over the country, but general im- 
munization against typhoid is not regarded as necessary. 
Facilities should be available, however, for the inoculation 
forthwith of persons whose employment exposes them’ to 


special risk of infection from organisms of the typhoid group, - 


and also for inoculation on a larger scale should any special 
local’ circumstances, in the opinion of the medical officer 
of health, call for such action. Stocks of vaccine, in con- 
tainers holding 25 c.cm., will be available, on application, free 
of charge from the Sector Laboratory of the Emergency 
Medical Service in the case of London boroughs and the 
Home Counties, and from the Regional Laboratory in the 
case of other local authorities. Separate shelter accommoda- 
tion, the Ministry states, should be provided for persons 
suffering from tuberculosis. As far as possible each family 


‘in which there is a case of tuberculosis should have a separate 


shelter, priority being given to them in the issue of Anderson 


and other assisted shelter accommodation. Should cases of. 


infectious disease be discovered in the shelters they should 
be isolated there at once, the medical officer in attendance 
determining whether it is desirable to-remove the patient to 
hospital. Local authorities are asked to see that their 
arrangements for cleansing persons infested with vermin are 
adequate. Facilities should be available at public baths and 
cleansing stations, and also at gas decontamination stations 
or in basements adapted for.the purpose which can be served 
by mobile units. The cost of any additional provision of 
this kind will be reimbursed by the Ministry. The compulsory 
powers necessary for local authorities to deal with cases of 
infectious disease and with verminous persons will be the 
subject of a later circular. Finally, the Ministry suggests 
that local authorities should take the opportunity of provid- 
ing health education in shelters, and states that the Central 
Council for Health Education has undertaken to prepare 
material, including leaflets and posters, for use in shelters, 
and to arrange for lectures and demonstrations. 


Local authorities are asked to consider adopting the scheme, 
which has been found advantageous in some areas, of sending 
a medical officer of a mobile first-aid post, accompanied when 
possible by the trained nurse of the post, to the scene of an 
incident independently of the mobile unit itself. The doctor 
and nurse, besides assisting in the classification of casualties 
and giving any first-aid treatment, are in a position to decide 
whether the remaining personnel of the post and their equip- 
ment should be called. Where this system is followed the 
doctor’s attendance at an incident should, for purposes of 
payment, be treated as a session in the same way as if the 


complete post had attended. -

Medical Calling Up 


Sir,—“ Officer, R.A.M.C.” (Supplement, November 30, 
p. 46), seems to have scored off “ Civilian,’ but we can hardly 
let him get away with his supposed reserve of middle-aged 
practitioners and unfit men which is capable of releasing young 
men for military service. They don’t exist. I am sure he 
doesn’t’ mean to suggest that anything is good enough for 
civilian or E.M.S. work, or that the civil population can be 
left without good medical and surgical care. 

There is undoubtedly a shortage of doctors at present, and 
unless we can recruit Americans and perhaps Irishmen to help 
fill the void we must try and see that the best use is made 
of the available material. When the B.M.A. prepared its 


_ census of medical mien and classified them I had great hopes 


that much of the waste and inequalities which occurred in 
1914-18 would be avoided, but it now seems that we are to 
go through the same distressing state, and as we have greater 
demands for medical services and fewer men to meet them we 
ought to tackle the problem in some really coherent manner. 
I would suggest that the Minister of Labour, or whoever is the 
appropriate Minister, should set up a small committee which 
would have absolute power over all medical men whether in 
the fighting Services or engaged in civilian duties. This body 
could then allot the medical men to various duties and so 
make the best-of what material is available, and they should 
have power to question the sarious authorities and point out 
to. them where economies in medical personnel could be made. 

I am sure that “ Officer, R.A.M.C.,” will agree with me that 
there is a tremendous wastage of medical man power in the 
Army. Is he, for instance, doing purely medical work, and 
for how many hours per day? Unless his answers are “ Yes” 
and “ Eight at least,” I suggest that he is wasting his precious 
medical training, and that whoever is responsible for his duties 
is squandering medical man power. If he is a regular officer 
I expect he will try to down me by suggesting administrative 
duties and reserves. To-the former I reply that administrative 
duties could, in nine cases out of ten, be just as well discharged 
by some lay person who had not spent seven years at learning 
a specialized profession. As to reserves. they must exist, but 
they needn't be kept idle if the whole medical profession below 
a prescribed age was called up in batches for a short training 
in Service medical duties and then returned to civilian work. 

I am well aware that all this is impossible under our present 
system, and that colonels and majors and even captains will 
laugh at me, but I am sure the medical profession as a whole 
would prefer to be rigidly conscripted and made use of than 
be treated as they are at present, and then accused of failing 
in their duty. What is more important than the feelings of 
one section of the community is that the whole country could 
have a medical service for civilians and fighting Services which 
would be like our food—rationed—so as to be fair to all.—

Control in the First-aid Services 


Sir,—With the letter of “E.M.S. Surgeon” (Supplement, 
November 2, p. 38) 1 am in heartfelt agreement As he therein 
states, the organization is complex and cumbersome to a 
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degree. 1 am a general practitioner attached as medical officer 
to a first-aid post. I have in more or less immediate control 
of myself some round half-dozen of bodies, to wit: (1) M.O. 
i/c my group. (2) M.O. i/c of first-aid post. (3) M.O. 1/c¢ of 
C.C.S., who is advised by Control when casualties arrive and 
who on his own initiative may send for me if he gets more 
than enough to do. (4) M.O. who acts as “ liaison officer ” 
between various bodies. (5) Medical officer of health (county 
borough). (6) The Minister of Health. 

To say that “confusion gets worse confounded” is to put 
it mildly. We all try to do our bit, hoping against hope that 
officialdom will some day learn its proper function, which is 
to implement a scheme whereby the workers may do what is 
obviously required of them. At present those people who are 
actually concerned in doing are hampered immensely by the 
bureaucratic-minded instead of being assisted by acknowledged 
experts with practical experience. I sincerely hope that 
“ E.M.S. Surgeon’s ™ letter will do good.—I am, etc.,

1 ask 
that you print this letter, as some of the doctors concerned 
believe that prospective employers might not give their applica- 
tions due consideration in the light of recent Press comments

GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


DISCIPLINARY CASES 
(Concluded from page 52] 


Convictions for Other Offences 


The Council considered the case of Crichton Alison, regis- 
tered as of Rossmore Court, Regent’s Park, who was sum- 
moned to appear on the charge that he was convicted at 
the Central Criminal Court in May of conspiring with other 
persons to procure the miscarriage of three women by the 
unlawful use of an instrument or some other unknown means 
and of unlawfully using such instrument or other means to 
procure the miscarriage of the same three women. In respect 
of the first offence he was ordered to be imprisoned for two 
years, and in respect of the second, to be kept in penal 
servitude for five years, the sentences to run concurrently. 


A detective-inspector gave to the Council the facts which 
had been brought out at the criminal proceedings. As a 
result of information certain premises in the West End con- 
ducted as a nursing home by an associate of Alison, who had 
also been convicted, were watched, and eventually a raid was 
made. It was alleged that the patients were referred to the 
nursing home by Alison. 

Dr. Alison, who was not present, wrote to the Council to 
the effect that of the three cases of which he was indicted 
two were sent to him by a well-known gynaecologist with the 
history of an interference with their pregnancies and the risk 
of a septic miscarriage, and the third was sent by a general 
practitioner. He never even examined the patients, but passed 
them on to a man who had been introduced to him zs a 
doctor in order that they might be attended to under aseptic 
conditions. 

The Council found the conviction proved, and instructed the 
Registrar to erase the name of Crichton Alison. 


The Council next considered the case of James Adolphus 
Watson-Joe, registered as of Dutch Guiana, who was indicted 
in September last in the High Court of Justiciary, Edinburgh, 


on four charges of procuring abortion by inserting a bivalve 
speculum or other instrument, and, after pleading guilty to 
two of the charges, was convicted and sentenced to ten 
months’ imprisonmeng. The Council's solicitor stated that in 
each of these cases the woman was introduced to Dr. Watson- 
Joe through the medium of a female herbalist in Edinburgh, 
a woman who advertised extensively in Scottish papers a 
mixture for “female irregularities.” Each of the women 
when abortion was performed was not less than four months 
pregnant. 


The Council found the conviction: proved, and_ instructed 
that the name be erased from the Register. 


The next case was that of Maurice Levy Lucas, registered 
as of Blacket Place, Edinburgh, who appeared on the charge 
that in July last he had been convicted at the Sheriff Court, 
Edinburgh, on three charges of fraud in obtaining 210 units 
of motor spirit by pretending to the divisional petroleum 
officer that he was a medical practitioner and that he required 
an additional supply in connexion with his practice, and had 
been sentenced to a fine of £15 or thirty days’ imprisonment, 


Dr. Lucas was represented by Mr. Hempson, solicitor. 


The Council's solicitor said that in September, 1939, Dr. 
Lucas sent in an application for a supply of petrol for a car 
which he stated was used by him in connexion with his 
practice, and that his patients were scattered over a wide area, 
his’ approximate monthly mileage being 1,800 to 2,000. In 
court, however, it was stated that in fact he was not in practice 
at all, but was manager of a picture-house, and had not 
attended any patients for two or three years. 


Mr. Hempson said that in 1936 Dr. Lucas started practice 
on his own account and had two surgeries with a club and 
insurance practice. He disposed of this practice in February, 
1939, and transferred his consulting-room to another address, 
but he kept on some private patients. He could not claim 
that his practice was extensive, and he had made the applica- 
tion, not on the basis of previous or average use, but on an 
estimate of possible use should his services as a medical man 
be requisitioned in the emergency. He had not actually had 
the amount suggested in the charge. He had had only twenty- 
four gallons over his basic ration, the other coupons being 
retained by the garage and, he presumed, returned to the 
petroleum officer. He was part-owner of a_picture-house, 
but not its manager. He agreed that it was not true that 
his visits to patients entailed journeys of 1,800 to 2,000 miles 
a month, and he gave that figure because in September, 1939, 
he did not know what was going to happen. 


The names of a number of people were read to him who, 
he said, were his patients. Testimonials from persons of 
standing in Edinburgh were put in. The President drew 
attention to the form of application, which required both the 
consumption of the previous year and an estimate of the 
consumption for the forthcoming year to be given. 


After a short session in camera it was announced that 
the Council did not see fit to direct the Registrar to erase the 
name of Dr. Lucas. 


The case was next considered of Angus Cameron Livingston, 
registered as of Bedford Park, Chiswick, who appeared on the 
charge that in April last, at Westminster police-court, he 
was convicted of unlawfully making a statement which was 
to his knowledge untrue for the purpose of procuring a pass- 
port for Maurice Bloomberg, otherwise Charies Maynard, 
and was fined £40 and ten guineas costs, or two months’ 
imprisonment in default. 

A detective from Scotland Yard gave evidence that inquiries 
were made as to a passport issued to a person named Charles 
Maynard. The application had been vouched for by Dr. 
Livingston, who stated that to his personal knowledge the 
applicant was a fit and proper person to receive a passport, 
and that he had known him for five years. It turned out 
that Dr. Livingston did not know the applicant, who had been 


- brought to him by a patient. A person had been arrested in 


Colombia in possession of a passport in the name of Charles 
Maynard, which passport he had used for the purpose of 
getting to South America. 
Dr. Livingston in defence said that he had known three 
generations of the family of the patient who had introduced 
, this person to him, and the patient told him that he was an 
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old friend of the family. He believed that he had scen the 
man some years previously. He acknowledged, however, that 
he had been unwise in signing the form and would be more 
careful in future. 

The Council found the facts proved, but did not sce fit to 
instruct the Registrar to erase Dr. Livingston’s name. The 
President said that the certificate was given in a lax and 
careless manner. The Council regarded laxity in the giving 
of a certificate as a grave matter and worthy of censure, but 
believed that Dr. Livingston had received a warning from 
these proceedings. 

The Council heard two cases in camera. Both of them 
arose out of convictions. In one of the cases—that of Arthur 
Mervyn Rhydderch, registered as of Linden Lea, Llandudno— 
the President, on the resumption of the public sitting, 
announced that the Council had postponed judgment for two 
years. In the other case—that of John Smith, registered as 
of Sheffield Road, Hoyland Common, Barnsley—the Council 
did not see fit to instruct the Registrar to erase the name. 


Sequel to Divorce Court Proceedings 


The Council considered the case of Martin Herholdt Jacobs, 
registered as of Old Street, London, E.C., who was summoned 
on the charge that he had committed adultery with Gladys 
Ethel Ivereigh, a married woman, of which adultery he had 
been found guilty by decree of the Divorce Court in February 
last in the case of Jacobs vy. Jacobs, in which he was 
respondent, and that he stood in professional relationship 
with Mrs, Ivereigh or her family, or both, during 1934. 


It was stated that Dr. Jacobs, who was not represented, was 
in South Africa. 

Statutory declarations by Mr. G. F. A. Ivereigh and by 
Mrs. Jacobs were put in. The former stated that Dr. Jacobs 
was. a frequent caller at his house at various dates after he 
had been called in for the first time in a. professional capacity, 
which was towards the end of 1933. It was stated that it 
was while Dr. Jacobs was practising at Welling in Kent that 
he first met Mrs. Ivereigh, when, according to his story, he 
was introduced by a patient, though Mr. Ivereigh said that 
the first occasion was when he was called in to attend one 
of the children. He was regarded as the family doctor. In 
1936 both Dr. Jacobs and Mrs. Ivereigh were in South Africa, 
and later they returned to England and lived together at a flat 
at Twickenham. Mrs. Ivereigh left her husband in 1934, and 
subsequently wrote that she had met Dr. Jacobs and had no 
intention of returning to her husband. A statutory declara- 
tion from Dr. Jacobs was also read relating the circum- 
stances of his separation from his wife, his association with 
Mrs. Ivereigh, and his subsequent establishment in South 
Africa. Mrs. Ivereigh had never been a patient of his. 


The Council found the facts proved, and instructed the 
Registrar to erase Dr. Jacobs’s name. 


Other Cases 


When the case of Claude Robertson, registered as of 
Clarendon Road, Southsea, who had been summoned on the 
charge of behaving improperly to a patient, came before 
the Council it was announced that the complainant could 
not appear. It was stated that he had sustained some injury 
in an air raid and was suffering from shock. Dr. Robertson, 
who was defended by Mr. A. Pereira, counsel, acting on 
behalf of the London and Counties Medical Protection Society, 
went into the witness-box and gave an emphatic denial to 
the allegations. His conduct towards this patient had always 
been strictly professional. 

The Council, without going in camera, dismissed the case. 

On the finding of the Dental Board the Council instructed 
that the name of Herbert Stanley Arnell, registered as of 


Broadway, Peterborough, be erased from the Dentists Register. © 


Mr. Arnell was found to have been convicted at Birmingham 
Assizes in July last of unlawfully killing one Ruby Ratcliffe 
in an attempt to procure abortion, and to have been sentenced 
to three years’ penal servitude.

The Oldham Medical and Panel Committee passed the fol- 
Jowing resolution at a recent meeting: “ That the Insurance 
Acts Committee be requested to take steps to secure for panel 
practitioners a substantial increase in the capitation fee: that 
this is a matter of great urgency, owing to the increasing 
burdens being placed on panel practitioners.”
